A Chicago Sun Times article dated September 12, 1962, 
indicated that the subject, who had been accused of wearing a

The subject's 
attorneys argued that FRABOTTA was not trying to conceal his 
identity, bpt was merely trying to disturb the efforts of a 
detective with a camera, who was trying to photograph him. 

On October 1, 1962, Captain ! I Organized Crime b6 

Division, Chicago Police Department, advised the Illinois b7c 

Secretary of State CHARLES F. CARPEHTIER had ordered the 
revocation of the plates and title certificates of eleven 
hoodlums. This was the result of a police complaint that 
these eleven men had used fictitious addresses on the licenses 
and title applications. These revocations will prevent these 
hoQdluBgfrom driving or selling their automobiles. According

A Chicago Tribune article dated September 28, 1962, 
is set forth in part as follows: 

"A combined operation by city and state investigators 
which already has taken the wheels from under 11 crime syndicate 
hoodlums is likely to put at least as many more on their feet 
in coming days. 

"The state license plates and auto title certificates of 
the first 11 were revoked yesterday by Secretary of State CHARLES 
F. CARPEHTIRR because of phony addresses listed on applications. 

"The revocations mean the hoodlums not only cannot drive 
their autos but will be unable to sell them. A title certificate 
is required by law for an auto sale.

SOLOMON vehemently denied that he was part of the

He referred to a recent article written 
by SANDY SMITH concerning OBIE FRABOTTA, in which SMITH alleged 
that FRABOTTA was in charge of the Biversey Police District. 

He said that this is completely false and that FRABOTTA never at 
any time has been connected with the Diversey District. He .added 
that he attends the Luxor Russian Bath on Chicago's near north 
side about three times a week and on occasion mets FRABOTTA and 
others there. Concerning other north side individuals, SOLOMON 
spoke highly of JOSEPH DI VARCO and NEEDLES GIANOLA.

ported to have an interest. He acknowledged that these individuals 
were connected with this restaurant; however, he declined to- 
answer whether or not they were responsible for- setting .this' place 
on fire. While answering these questions, SOLOMON laughed and 
gave the impression that he apparently knew something about the 
fire. 


Concerning the Chicago "outfit" *or criminal organiza¬ 
tion, SOLOMON said that these individuals capitalize on the word 
"fear," H© said the newspapers magnify out ,of «pi»qportion the 
power wielded'»y these individuals, consequently assisting the 
hoodlums in carrying out their activities. He commented that not 
all the slayings in the Chicago area are the work, of the "outfit." 
He pointed out that tho triple isiaying of the SCAVO brothers with 
a-female named I.YDIA ABSHIRE during early 1962 was not the work 
of Chicago hoodlums.

CG| | has been exhaustively interviewed by 

Chicago Agents on Wednesday, November 13, and Thursday, 
November 14, 1963, in connection with his development as 
a potential top echelon informant of the Chicago 
division. 

The following informati on is a summary of the 
material furnished by CG | and is being furnished 

to the Bureau for informations 


The amount of material furnished in the initial 
interviews of this individual has been voluminous and 
indicates CG| |is extremely knowledgeable in the 

field of criminal intelligence. Chicago recognizes that 
mere volume does not,necessarily indicate accuracy nor 
does it indicate conclusively that this individual will 
be able to continue furnishing Information of accuracy 
over an extended perigd of time. 


The information furnished by CG is for 

the most part of a historical nature and is imormation 
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It will undoubtedly tee recognised that much of 
the information, particularly the organisation of organised 
crime in Chicago, is of a mature that could tee common 
knowledge on the part of individuals associating with the 
criminal element in Chicago. The Chicago Division is 
constantly alert t© this fact in the development of 
potential informants and is also aware of the fact that 
captioned informant faces serious charges and may be attempting 
to curry favor. 

C© I I has identified many members of the 

"family" in Chicago 0 s organised crime, and speaks of their 
method of teeing taken into the "family" or "made." The 
informant also speaks of terminology in his discussion of 
the "family" which precludes the us© of the term "Cosa 
Nostra" substituting for it terms such as "The Life," "In 
the Life," "Outfit," "The People," "Camera" (phonetic), 
"Sicilian©" and "Mafia." 

Verification and analysis of the informant's 
information, particularly with reference to members of 
the "family" is difficult to obtain. The acceptance of 
the informant's information in this area would largely 
depend upon the overall acceptance of the informant a®’ 
totally reliable. At this juncture in the informant's 
development this statement is not teeing made. Every effort 
in the near future is directed toward establishing this 
reliability or proving the informant unreliable. 

At the moment the Informant has been told to' 
stay away from his old established criminal associates, 
many of whom, are directly connected with the "family" in 
Chicago due to l I This of course 

makes verification of the informant difficult'and precludes 
giving him specific assignments in the Chicago area which 
could be checked for reliability.

In the summary and conclusions section of this communication 
it wiljL be recommended that the informant I I

This individual reportedly has many contacts in organized

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HISTORICAL DEVELOPMENT OF ORGANIZED

The informant advised that prior to TONY LOMBARDO 
and AL CAPONE's arrival in Chicago the Union©Siciliano was 
"boss" of organized crime in the Chicago area= He advised 
that Union© Sicilian© is synonymous with the term "Mafia." 

He advised that individuals associated with this faction 
were strictly Italian Sicilians, who specialized in extortion, 
prostitution and narcotics. The old members of Union© 
Sicilian© were referred to as "mustaehios," 


He advised that (FNU) MERRELLO headed the Union© 
Siciliano prior to LOMBARDO and CAPONE J s arrival on the scene. 
He advised that MERRELLO died a bout 1930 i.n Chicago, The

the Italians who controlled the north side of Chicago. 

The informant advised that TONY LOMBARDO was sent 
by the "old man" out of New York City who got orders directly 
from Italy to make peace in Chicago. TONY LOMBARDO was sent 
to accomplish this purpose and allied himself with JOHNNY 
TORRIO, 
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The informant advised that this selection brought 
about the. beginning of the end for the Union© Sicilian© as 
TONY LOMBARDO was a "Camera" man. A "Camera" man being an 
Italian from the north of Italy and not from Sicily. 
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He stated that the "Camora" as opposed to "Mafia" 
was originally an organization set up in Italy to protect 
the land owners and nobility, whereas the "Mafia” was set up 
originally to protect the people or peasants in a section 
which included the area south of Naples and including Sicily. 
Both the "Camora" and "Mafia" existed separately until about 
this time when they joined forces. However, "Camora" indivi¬ 
duals handled only other criminal phases not under the 
control of the "Mafia." The "Mafia" traditionally handled 
prostitution and narcotics and although forces were joined, 
the Sicilians or "Mafia" members continued with these 
specialities.. 

Eventually TONY LOMBARDO was killed by three men 
from New York City, one of whom was FRANK YALE. YALE was 
brought to Chicago for this murder by the north side 
faction who wanted greater representation in the new Chicago 
"outfit." The informant advised that YALE was subsequently 
killed on the Brooklyn Bridge in New York City and his two 
henchmen also silenced. He advised that (FNU) SCALICE and 
(FNU) ALLESMA (phonetic) "got the rap for it." 

After LOMBARDO was killed the Union©Siciliano lost 
all of its remaining power, LOMBARDO being its last powerful 
leader.

THE AL CAPONE ERA 


AL CAPONE gained complete control of organised crime in 
the'Chicago Division after JOHNNIE TORRIO relinquished his position 
of prominence. Informant advised that AL CAPONE was not a Sicilian 
but was a "Camera man". Informant advised that with CAPONE®s 
ascending to power the Unions Sicilian®, although still in existence, 
was virtually powerless and with it the words Mafia and Sicilian® 
lost their significance and organised crime became known as "The Life-"'. 
He advised that with CAPONE "The Life" was still composed entirely 
of Italian people, however, no longer was it needed to be of Sicilian 
extraction to rise to power. 

The informant advised that from this time forward the 
following names were associated with the organised crime picture 
in Chicagos "The Life", "The Family", "The People", and "One of Our 
Own". He advised that he had never heard the term Cosa Nostra 
referred to in the Chicago area. He advised that "The Family" or 
"The Life" consisted of one entity or family centering around AL 
CAPONE in this era. 

The informant advised that membership in "The Life" is 
always accompanied by initiation. This initiation always takes place 
at a banquet which is privately held. • 

He advised that an individual that is to be "made" is 
actually sponsored by on© or more friends who are already in "The 
Life”. The candidate has usually been brought to the attention of 
his sponsors through successful criminal activity, usually while 
working for one of the sponsors. 

About a month before an individual is to be "made" he is 
told where and what time the sponsor and the sponsor 7 s associates b6 
will pick him up. t>7c 

The informant cited a recent situation when in 1956, FIFI 
BUCCI1RI and WILLIE "POTATOES" BADBANO s ponsor ed .TOSBPH’P B GAUL" 
FERRIOLA and | | wherei d l and FERRIOLA 

were taken into "The Life" at a banquet held in Chicago. Informant- 
advised that at the banquet the candidate swears to an oath of 
secrecy and from that time on no outsider, including his wife, mother, 
brother and sister, can ever come before his colleagues at "The Life". 
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These individuals come before any other matters . ' He advised that the 
idea of all for one and one for all is firmly implanted in the mind 


The new candidate thereafter takes direct orders from his 
sponsor and his sponsor’s partners who were in "The Life", Any 
grievance the new candidate may have at a later time can be brought 
to the attention of his sponsor who can carry it further if it cannot 
be settled by the sponsor and his group. By carrying it further, 
the informant says that it can foe brought to the attention of the 
"members ©f the committee" who head "The Family"„

He advised that the committee is composed of five or six 
men members with one member being in control. He advised that this 
committee has the overall jurisdiction of all bosses and lieutenants 
down the line. 


He advised that with reference to the committee there is 
also a group of top advisors who are generally individuals who are 
not Italian but who are consistent producers for the Italian element. 
Many of these individuals are re^f^red by the Italian element because 
of their specific specialties such as gambling, numbers, financial 
matters, etc. He advised that these top associates are strong people 
who carry a considerable amount of weight and influence although they 
are not in "The Family" or "The Life" and never can attain this position 
because of the fact that they are not Italian. 'Their c©«ms@l is sought 
and in many instances although they cannot issue orders their will is 
accepted by + ^e Italian element and their programs placed into effect. 

He advised they. J n many instances are as powerful or more powerful 
than the bosses or Lieutenants who report to the committee. (The 
current committee setup will be discussed further later on in_this 
communication)„ 


Informant advised that after CAPONE’S death FRANK NITTI 
took over as leader of "The Family" with LOUIE "Little New York" 

CAMPAONA as his chief Lieutenant. 

Informant stated that FRANK NITTI was married t® the 
daughter of DOC RONGO, named ANN RONGO, having one child by her. He 

said that NITTI "caught his wife cheating" in Fl orida and divorced 
her. His divorced wife later married one of the |_|±amiiy.

FRANK NITTI later married an Italian

NITTI subsequently committed, suicide and the informant 
states that he learned from Doc KONGO that NITTI had cancer and knew 
ito . The informant stated that Doc RONGO, during his period of 
acquaintance with him, lived on Cabrini Street in Chicago, The 
informant stated that he was very friendly with FRANK NITTI and 
described him as the enforcer, second in command under CAPONE and 
also described him as the collector. In this connection he stated 
that NITTI took care of the New York end of the funds being split at 
that time bv Chicago and New York, ,He further described NITTI as a 
"go between" with the New York and Chicago outfits. 

After FRANK NITTI’s suicide, LOUIE "Little New York" 
CAMPAGNA took over for several months. He advised that this is 
contrary to common belief. Most people felt that PAUL "The Waiter" 
RICCA followed NITTI as head of "The Family", However, RQNGO 
and others during that period advised the informant'that actually 
CAMPAGNA had taken over, CAMPAGNA 0 s re - g&-, however, lasted only a 
few months when CAMPAGNA died. With CAMPAGNA out of the picture 
PAUI "The Waiter" RICCA assumed position of "head of the Family", 

He advised that PAUL "Th® Waiter" RICCA remained in control until 
his federal deportation proceedings at which time TONY ACCARDO became 
head of < Ti* Family", remaining until he too got into trouble with the 
Federal Government in income tax matters, and cleared the way for 
SAMUEL MOE GIANCANA to assume the position of head of "The Family" 
which he now holds. He advised that although ACCARDO and RICCA no 
longer head "The Family’'' their influence is tremendous and they are 
part of th© committee. 


SAMUEL MOE GIANCANA AND 
THE COMMITTEE 


The informant advised that at the time that ACCARDO 
stepped down from his position of leadership, SAMUEL MOE GIANCANA 
and SAM (TlElS) BATTAGLIA were considered to replace ACCARDO, He 
advised that most of the members in "The Life" felt that BATTAGLIA 
was actually stronger at that time and were amassed that GIANCANA 
was chosen. While GIANCANA is boisterous, BATTAGLIA is quiet and 
ruthless and for this reason most of the members in "The Life" felt 
that BATTAGLIA would be chosen.

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The informant advised that the committee set up presently 
consisted of five members. The committee is headed by SAMUEL MOE 
GIANCANA and his associates, JACK CERONE, FIFI BUCCIERI, 'SAM (TE33S) 
BAtTAGLIA and ANTHONY ACCARDO. He advised that all of the afore- 
mentioned individuals are Italian and, of course, in ”Th© Life”, 

The informant advised that acting in an advisory capacity 
to the committee is PAUL **Th© Waiter” RICCA who never quite regained 
his position of authority due to his pending deportation. 

Also acting in an advisory capacity.is MURRAY ”The Camel” 
HUMPHREYS who represents the non=Italian top associates of ”The 
Family”, He advised these non-Italian associates■of stature are RALPH 
PIERCE, GUS ALEX, LESLIE KRUSE and LEONARD PATRICK and. EDDIE VOGEL, 

Also acting as an advisor to the committee is BUSTER WORTMAN. 
who advises on all matters pertaining to the criminal activity in 
East St, Louis, Illinois and Henderson, Kentucky. 

The informant advised that ROSS PRIO is an exceptionally 
influential individual in ”Tho Family”, The informant advised he 
has heard from various sources that he is also on the committee. 
However, he has also heard information to contradict PRIO’s presence 
on the committee and therefore advised he is not sure of PRIQ’s 
actual position of leadership in ”Th© Family” other than he is an 
extremely powerful individual. He advised that the committee at 
present is heavily weighted with Sicilian© members advising that with 
the exception of FTFI BUCCIERI and PAUL RICCA who are Camora, 
the rest are Sicilian. 


Informant advised that SAMUEL MOE GIANCANA was ”made” 

5 . before his being sent to the penitentiary. He advised he was one of 
AL CAPONE®s associates and by the time GIANCANA got out of the 
”42 Gang” he was ”made” or brought into the outfit. He advised 
further that MARSHALL CAIFANO and SAM (T$ETi) BATTAGLIA, who also 
were members of the ”42 Gang”, were ,”mad@” years ago, shortly after 
GIANCANA was brought into ”the life", 

Informant advised that FIFI BUCCIERI years ago worked for 
MARSHALL CAIFANO®s brother. He advised that CAIFANO®s brother was 
eventually ki led but not before he sponsored FIFI BUCCIERI. He 
advised that FIFI BUCCIERI ultimately became extremely close to 
MOE GIANCANA and actually was a partner in many of MOF GIANCANA’S 
ventures. He advised that TONY ACCARDO and SAM (T$?TSI BATTAGLIA 
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were both "made" in the days of AL CAPONE, 

He advised with reference to JACK CERONE that CERONE was 
"made” in the early 1940 5 s and was given a district on Crawford 
Avenue with an office on Crawford Avenue near Washington in a saloon. 

He advised that in this period JACK CERONE and JOE "JOE GAGS" GAGLIANO, 
were extremely close associates. Informant advised that CERONE was 
actually sponsored by TONY ACCARDO and PAUL RICCA. 

With reference to the n©n-=Xtalian associates, the informant 
advised that MURRAY HUMPHREYS is the spokesman for these individuals. 
Many of them are concerned with gambling, union matters and legal 
matters. These individuals are chosen and gain positions of prominence 
by virtue of their political connection as well as for proving them-= 
selves in an acceptional manner in "outside" business. 

Although these individuals become bosses, they can never 
be sworn into "The Life". 

Informant advised that these top associates are generally 
called to attend the banquet where new members are taken into "The 
Life", however, the top associates are called in several hours after 
the candidates are made and are not present during the ceremony. 

The informant estimates that there are approximately 150 
Italians in "The Life" in Chicago whereas there are thousands in 
New York City, He advised that New York City uses "button men" and 
the soldier system, which includes many more members plus the fact 
that there is more than one family in New York each with, their "button 
men and individual soldier system". The word Caporegime, the informant 
explained, is used interchangeably with Don. He advised that this 
term is seldom used in the Chicago area and if used refers to a head 
of a section of a town or an overseer. The informant advised that the 
term "button men" is used only in New York City and is not a common 
term in Chicago. He advised the term "soldiers" is not common t© 
Chicago but if it were it v/ould refer to the individuals who would 
work directly beneath the Don ©r Capo who boss a district. He 
advised the term mustachios refers to ©Ic^time Sicilians who were 
generally kill crazy and handled every problem with a killing. He 
advised not only is this term dying out but also the individuals to 
which it applied. He advised today "The Family" members are more 
suave and have abandoned the old fashioned ideas.

Narcotics Trade 


Informant advised that the narcotics trade in New York 
City was carried on for many years by individuals of Jewish 
extraction and that although "outfit" money was invested 
members of organized crime were not actually engaged -in this 
illicit operation.

Informant advised that in 1954-1955 a situation evolved 
in Chicago among the leaders of organized crime. "The Don" or 
the "old man" who resided on West Grand Avenue east of Noble Street 
and who owned a grocery store on the south side of Grand Avenue 
decided that he wanted to obtain control of organized crime in the 
Chicago area. "The Don” was displeased with the operation of the 
"outfit" under ANTHONY ACCARDO and decided to have ACCARDO killed. 


NICK DE JOHN one of "The Don" men was then residing-in 
San Francisco. "The Don" ordered DE JOHN to return to Chicago apd 
with the aid of some individuals from Chicago Heights and Kansas 
City they were to kill ACCARDO. Another individual who was one of 
"The Don’s" associates was ROSS PRIO. In addition (FNU) NEGLIA 
was associated with "The Don". NICK DE JOHN would not retprn 
to Chicago to carry out "The Don’s" orders and was killed in 
San Francisco by orders of "The Don". NEGliI^ during the course 
of the struggle was killed in a barber chair through the orders 
of "The Don". 
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ACGARDO and his associates learned of the revolts against 
their regime and a series of approximately 12 killings in a 
short period ensued, These killings aborted- 1 the overthrow 
movement of "The Don’* and his associates and "The Don" himself 
was thereafter killed. "The Don" according to the informant 
controlled many legitimate businesses but the only one that he 
could recall was a cheese business in upper Wisconsin. 

Among the associates of "The Don" at that time were 
JOE CAESAR DEVAFCO. DOMINIC DX BELLA, DOMINIC" NUCCIO and 
I I Others were ANTHONY PINELLI and JIM DE GEORGE.
